McKisson’s defeat was due to the de- 


fection of the republicans who voted 


against him because of his betrayal of 
Senator Hanna and his party during 
the contest before the legislature a year 
ago last winter. The whole ticket suf- 
fered somewhat on account of the op- 
position to McKisson, but not enough 
to defeat any of the other candidates. 
The election was orderly in most re- 
spects. 
In Columbus. 

Columbus, O., April 4.—Samuel L. 
Black (dem.), mayor of Columbus, was 
defeated for re-election by Samuel J. 
Schwartz (rep.), formerly police judge, 
by a decisive majority. Mayor Black 
is president of the League of American 
Municipalities, and this fact was used 
as an argument in support of his can- 
didacy by the party managers. The 
election was fought on strictly party 
lines, however, and was one of the most 
bitterly contested in the history of the 
city, the total vote cast, 27,264, being 
heavier than at the gubernatorial elec- 
tion last fall. Judge Swartz is the first 
republican elected mayor of the city in 
12 years. The city is nominally republi- 
can by about 1,000, though it has given 
majorities of upwards of 3,000. The 
vote Monday was as follows: Swartz 
(vep.), 14,141; Black (dem.), 12,758. 
Swartz’s plurality, 1,393. There were 
three minor party candidates, but they 
polled an insignificant vote. All other 
candidates on the republican city ticket 
were elected. 

Cincinnati. 

Cincinnati, April 4.—Weather condi- 
tions were favorable to a full vote at the 
Cincinnati municipal election, yet only 
44,500 votes were cast. There were only 
three officials to be elected: Judge of 
the superior court and two members of 
the board of city affairs. The republi- 
can candidates were elected by an av- 
erage majority of 6,976. 

l In Michigan, 

Detroit, April 4—Meager returns 
from the state indicate that Judge 
Grant for supreme court justice was 
heavily cut in the cities, but that he 
receives the usual republican majori- 
ties through the rural districts. The 
two republican candidates for regents 
of the university are undoubtedly 
elected. 

Returns from 105 precincts in this 
city out of 120, show that Murphy 
(dem.), for judge of the recorder’s 
court, will be elected by 700 majority, 
and that Phelan (dem.), for associate 
judge, will receive a majority of 2,500. 
The indications are that Hosmer, Pound 
and McGrath (dem.), and Carpenter 
and Donovan (rep.), are elected circuit 
judges of this- county. 

At Grand Rapids the democrats elect- 
ed R. L. Newnham judge of the superior 
court, but the remainder of the ticket is 
still in doubt at midnight. The demo- 
crats elected seven out of twelve alder- 
men, making ‘the new council stand: 
Democrats, 17; republicans, 7. 

At Ludington full city returns give 
Cartier (rep.) 137 majority for mayor. 
The democrats elect a majority of the 
city council, making the municipal of- 
fices stand the same politically as last 
year. 

Clearwater elects the entire republi- 
can ticket, excepting marshal. Clayton 
C. Johnson is elected mayor by 572 ma- 
jority. The state ticket receives a re- 
publican majority. No change in the 
city politically from last year exceptin 
increased majorities. 

At Jackson Mayor Loennecker (dem.) 
is reelected by about 1,000 majority. 
Last year he had 254. 

At Saginaw the results are somewhat 
in doubt. The democrats claim the elec- 
tion of two circuit judges, but the re- 
publicans do not concede it. 

The republicans carried Battle Creek 
by the election of all officers excepting 
one alderman. Supreme Judge Grant 
and Circuit Judge Smith received large 
majorities. Every constitutionalamend- 
ment was carried. 

At Bay City the entire republican city 
ticket is elected by about 300 majority. 
Meager returns from the county indi- 
cate republican successes, although the 
circuit judgeship is in doubt. In West 
Bay City the republicans elected con- 
troller and three aldermen, the demo- 
crats the other officers. 

At Kalamazoo the democrats elected 
mayor and three aldermen, the repub- 
licans city treasurer and two aldermen. 
The entire democratic state ticket is 
elected by over 300 majority.

The Bank of Manhattan, New York | g& 


City, Celebrates Its One Hune 
dredth Anniversary. 


New York, April 4.—The Bank of 
Manhattan was 100 years old Monday, 
and in the evening the centennial was 


at which about 100 guests were present. 
Though the gathering was not large, 
it probably represented the largest ag- 
gregation of capital ever seen about a 
banquet table in this or any other city. 
Every guest was a president of a lead- 
ing bank or prominent trust company 
in New York, and itis esetimated thai 
the money interests represented will 
reach the enormous total of $1,750,000, 
000. 


[The Bank of Manhattan is not only one 
of the oldest and soundest financial insti- 
tutions in the city, but has also had a most 


Aaron Burr 100 years ago. The bank was 
established by Burr as a rival to the Bank 
of New York. He knew that he could not 
obtain a charter for a bank from the legis- 
lature, so he drew up a charter for a water 
company, With a quiet clause in it empow:. 
ering the company to employ its surplus 
capital in the purchase of public and other 
stocks or in any other moneyed transac 
tions or operations not inconsistent with 
the constitution or laws of the state. The 
legislature granted the charter to the sup- 
posed waterworks company. The com- 
pany did build and operate a waterworks 
on a small scale, but it also opened a bank, 
which has long outlived the waterworks.) 


TRAGEDY IN MINNEAPOLIS. 


A Love-Sick Miller Kills the Object 
of His Affection, and Shoots 
Himself. 


Minneapolis, Minn., April 4.—John 
McGraw, a miller, shot and instantly 
killed Mrs. Stacey Miller Monday afier- 
nocn, and then shot himself. Mrs. 
Miller kept a boarding house, and Mc- 
Graw has been living there three years. 
He was in love with the woman, who, 
for a long time, returned his affection, 
but lately she had treated him coldly, 
and Monday morning, it is said, re- 
quested him to leave the house. After 
dinner he went out and procured a re- 
volver, and, returning, called Mrs. 
Miller into the parlor, where, after a 
few words had passed, the tragedy oc- 
curred. The couple were about 30 years 
of age, and were connected with fami- 
lies well known throughout the state. 


Heavy Output of Steel, 

Joliet, Ill., April 4.—The heaviest out- 
put in the history of the Joliet plant oi 
the Illinois Steel Company was made 
last month. Several world’s records 
were broken. The converting mill dur- 
ing March turned out 50,547 tons of 
steel, beating the world’s record for twa 
vessel plants by 2,000 tons. The billet 
mill turned out 42,400 tons,an average of 
793 tons each turn. The best previous 
record was 40,201 tons, made here in 
January last. The rod mill made 16,240 
tons finished rods, averaging 312 tons 
every turn. The best previous record 
was 15,600 tons, made here January last.

Mrs. Helen A. Frazer, by A. J. Saw- 
yer, her attorney, has filed a petition 
with the city clerk claiming $10,000 dam- 
ages for injuries received on a defective 
sidewalk.

Are Going to Take an 
Jaunt. 


Easter 


The mechanical engineers are going | 


to start on their annual trip, Friday; 
April 14. The trip will continue during 
the larger part of the spring vacation. 
This year they will go East as far as 
Pittsburg, inspecting many of the faic- 
tories in which they are interested. Sev- 
eral cities will be visited, the longest 
stay being at Pittsburg. 

The general program of the trip will 
be about as follows: Leaving Ann Ar- 
bor on Friday, April 14, they will go 
direct to Niagara Falls. Saturday and 
Sunday will be spent here in examining 
the power plants and manufacturing es- 
tablishments. On Sunday evening they 
will leave Niagara Falls and go direct 
to Pittsburg. A stay of five days will 
be made in Pittsburg, as there are sev- 
eral plants of much interest to be visit- 
ed. Among the varieties which they in- 
tend to investigate are different blast 
furnaces, iron and steel mills, glass 
works and coal mines. Also Carnegie’s 
works at Homestead, Pennsylvania 
tube works, Pittsburg locomotive works 
and other milis will be inspected. On 
Friday, April 21, they will leave Pitts- 
burg for Cleveland. A one day stop 
will be made here, the chief factory of 
interest being the shipyards: . On Satur- 
day night the party will leave on the 


night boat for Detroit, where they will 
disband.

In Italy much is. done to decorate 
books by the employment of red and 
blue water colors on white vellum, 
thereafter finishing the color off by 
varnishing with colorless varnish.

Fine Book Binding. 

In Italy much is. done to decorate 
books by the employment of red and 
blue water colors on white vellum, 
thereafter finishing the color off by 
varnishing with colorless varnish. 
Some most beautiful examples of this 
most ancient art may be seen at the 
national library, Florence, which is sit- 
uated close to the Uffizi gallery. It is 
best to be provided with an introduc- 
tion to the chief librarian if book- 
bindings are the special desiderata of 
the visitor. 

Many people wonder how the col- 
ored edges are produced on the Flor- 
entine books. They are so simple as 
to be adapted to the beginner in bind- 
ings, ere he tries gilt edges. The book 
being tightly screwed up in the press, 
the edges are colored by using either 
a camel-hair brush or a sponge equeez- 
ed nearly dry, dipped in red or blue 
When the ink 
has dried, in the course of a few min- 
utes, rub a piece of soft rag on a tab- 
let of white wax and go over the inked 
edges with this waxed rag. Next. pol- 
ish with an agate burnisher, and your 
edge is done. 

Painted edges are coming rapidly to 
the fore for valued books, if uncut 
edges are an impossibility, and skilled 
artists have produced beautiful effects 
which vie with the monastic workers 
of former days. Some beautiful ex- 
amples of this kind of work, with 
views of the Italian lakes on the fore 
edges, painted in water color, have re- 
cently been seen.. Generally speaking, 
to do this properly the edge must be 
fanned out and firmly fastened be- 
tween boards. The edges must be 
‘earefully attended to in the first in- 
stance, just as if prepared by the gild- 
er, by means of a piece of broken 
glass used ‘as a scraper.

Prussians Serve Twelve Years. 

Compulsory service has been in force 
in Prussia since 1817, and in 1871 it 
was extended to the whole of the em- 
pire, Says Chambers’ Journal. Every 
German, with exceptions similar to 
those in France, must serve twelve 
years in the army or navy. The term 
of service includes two years with the 
colors in the standing army (three 
years in the cavalry and artillery) 
four years in the reserve of the stand- 
ing army, two years in the Landwehr 
and four in the Landsturm. On leay- 
ing the active army and passing into 
the reserves the men may be refused 
permission to emigrate during their 
first year of civil life. 

After the standing army has been 
| recruited to its full strength each year, 
the surplus conscripts are enrolled in 
the Ersatztruppen and for twelve 
years undergo annual training. Until 
the age of 42 all Germans, whether 
they have served in the active army or 

only in the Ersatztruppen, are liable 
to be called upon to serve in the Land- 
strum. In the infantry, men of good 
education are allowed, under certain 


conditions, to purchase their discharge 


after one year’s service.
